It heralds 
the approach of the buyers of these 
cast-off articles whieh are furbished 
up. scoured, cleaned, pressed, and 
then sold again. The travels of old 
clothes are very curious. 

The persons who prepare them for 
sale are called in England by the 
strange names of “eloberers,” “reviv- 
ers" and “transiators.”” The duty 
of the “eloberer’ is, by patching and 
sewing up, to restore the garment to 
its original appearance. 

“Revivors” try to make black cloth 


garments look as good as new again, 


and succeed quite well, although the 
gloss they put on soon passes off. The 
“translator’s’ work is of a higher 
kind: he has to change one garment 
into another: for instance, to make 
waistcoats or tunics for children out 
of the skirt’s of a man’s coat, which 
are the least worn part. 

Black cloth clothes that are too fur 
gone to be “elobered’ or “revived” 
are sent to France, Russia and 
and, to be made into caps, which all 
the working classes of the-e countries 
wear. 

The cast-off coats of the British soi- 
diers, almost all go to Holland, for 
in that damp country the people have 
a notion that red keeps off 
rheumatism; therefore careiul 
Dutchman laboring classes 
wear red cloth waistcoats next their 
skin. These are made by cutting off 
the sleeves of the British soldier's red 
coats and altering the shape a little, 
though the Dutchmen, presumably, 
do not know this.

DEPENDENT DAUGHTERS. 


A Plea For an Individaal Life and a Stated 
Allowance. 

Why is it that in the average middle 
class family the sonis early placed in the 
way that will ultimately !ead to inde 
pendence and self support, while the 
dauhter, after her schooldays ure fast, 
is expected to remain as pecuniarily de 
pendent on her father as she was in her 
infancy? The boy is placed where he 
oy learn some profession, business er 
tsole which, when he has acquired it, 
males him kis own master. His work 
has # recowrized money value. Not only 
are the bills for his tuition and other ex- 
penses willingly paid, bat,he is expected 
as aniutter of course to devage all his 
tire to his calling, save snch as is spent 
in the recreations natural and necessary 
to vonth and health. 

The wirl. who perhaps is quite as bright

and ambitions as her brother, is consid- 
cred heartless and undatiful if she de 
sires an equal start with him toward in- 
dependence. Her place is in the house- 
bell, caring for the younger children, 
looking after the servant and making 
herself generally useful. What money 
she has is a gift from her parents, since, 
althongh she may be busy from morning 
antil night. nothing that she can docom- 
mands amarket value, and she is un- 
able to earn money for herself. Her 
beotheris acknowledged tohave fulfilled 
his duty if, after having learned his 
business, he supports himself and pays 
his bourd as long as he remains at home. 

ler duty is not performed unless she as- 
sumes the cares and responsibilines of 
the house without the privileges of its 
mistress or the salary of a hired assist- 
ant. If her parents die suddenly, leav- 
ing her unprovided for, she 1s belpiess 
and must hang as a dead weight ou her 
relatives and friends, not from choice, 
but because she has not been given @ 
weapon With which to maintain her 
place in the great battle of life. 

It is an indisputable fact that for the 
average young woman of the middle 
class left destitute there is no path open 
except that of domestic service. She 
may have a good school education and 
be a refined and delicate lady in every 
respect, but the only thing that she can 
do that will bring m money is scrubbing 
floors and cooking. Even in this line of 
work she will find difficulty in gaining a 
position, since the average mistress nat- 
urally prefers a stou®, broad shouldered 
[rish or German peasant in her kitchen, 
who can carry coal and doa large wash- 
ing without overexertion, to a slender, 
book educated woman who is quite like- 
ly intellectually the superior of the mis- 
tress hersel?. 

Women love independence and person- 
al liberty quite as well as men. They 
love to feel that their money is their own 
to spend or give away, as they choose, 
not the benefaction of a relative who 
will keep an eye out to see how it is dis- 
posed of. If the father and mother were 
to live always and the daughter to be 
forever young, or if she were certain of 
inheriting a competence, then indeed 
would there be more reason in her set- 
tling down to become their housekeeper 
and nothing else, with no thought of the 
morrow. But the future must be pro- 
vided for in some way—that future when, 
the father and breadwinner being gone, 
the source of income has run dry—and 
the only way she can provide for it is to 

xarry. She must marry, whether she 
loves or not, in order to obtain a home 
and a recognized place in the world. 
Such compulsory marriages mean mis- 
ery to both the cqntracting parties, since 
a woman who does not care for her hus- 
band cannot be happy herself or make 
him happy. 

If parents would only realize the fact 
that their daughters have the same right 
to an independent startin the world as 
their sons, a great deal of heartburning, 
discontent, oppression and lifelong pov- 
erty would be removed from the path of 
the rising generation of women. Let 
the girl be taught something besides a 
sinattering of pleasant accomplishments, 
something that will make her independ- 
ent in the future—engraving, dressmak- 
ing, typewriting, illustrating, anything 
for which she has a bent—and let her 
talre her time ta aconire the hnsiness. as 
tae poy does, Simce he 1s not expected 
to be errand boy or man of all work 
about the house while he is learning to 
earn his livelihood, why should she be 
seamstress and honsekeeper at the same 
time that she is studying her profession? 
When she has learned it, she can afford 
ty help pay for extra household assist- 
ance, and it will be a great pleasure te 
her to be able to make her parents a gift 
now and then that they themselves did 
not pay for. 

A daughter will be none the less duti- 
ful because her parents recognize her 
right to an individual life instead of one | 
absorbed and swallowed up in that of 
the family. To keep her under tutors 
and governors like a child is the surest 
way in the world to make a clever and 
spirited woman rebel against ties and 
under juster treatment she 
would never have thought of question- 
ing, and her days and nights are nnbit 
tered with the feeling that she has been 
called into being only to have her best 
hopes and faculties stultified and wasted
